Farmers Use 
Volume 


Of « Credit 


Mid-South farmers used a 
record volume of production 
credit during. 1972 and will 
probably use even more in 
1973, F. Vernon Wright, pres- 
ident of the Federal Intermed- 
iate Credit Bank of New Or- 
leans said today. 

But Wright warned ina year- 
end report that farmers, like 
other Americans, will face ris- 
ing interest rates in the coming 
year. 

“The increasing cost of pro- 
duction credit will eventually 
have to show up in higher food 
and fiber costs,” Wright added. 
“Farmers cannot bear this in- 
€rease alone.” 

Though they are chartered 
and supervised by Congress; 
the FICB and PCAs are com- 
pletely farmer-owned and fin- 
anced. The FICB obtains loan 
funds for the credit co-ops by 
selling bonds on Wall Street’s 
private money market. 

“Wall Street rates began 
rising late this year and we 
anticipate additional increases 
in the first half of 1973. The 
nation’s overall economy is ex- 
panding and this will result in 
a greater demand for credit in 
all sectors, However we hope 


the national average through 
efficiencies and controls in our 
cooperative system ;”-Wrigit” 
cooperative system,” Wright 
said. 

Mid-South PCA rates varied 
_ from 7 to 8-1/2 percent in Dec- 
ember, depending upon the 
operating costs of the: indivi- 
dual associations. 

“Fortunately our associa- 
tions offer variable interest 
rates,” Wright said, “This 
means that farmers who must 
make loans during peak interest 
periods are not locked into those 
high rates for the full term of 
the loan. Their rate drops when 
the market drops.” 

Wright said Mid-South far- 
mers were generally optimistic 
about 1973 particularly those 
raising rice, beef, timber and 
soybeans. But he added thatall 
farmers will keepaclose eyeon 
Washington because the basic 
farm program must be renewed 
in 1973 and because of attempts 
to blame farmers for rising food 
prices. 

“The farmer is expected to 
absorb constantly increasing 
labor, machinery, land, credit 
and production costs but gets 
criticized for any increase in 
food prices. We still face a 
tremendous educational pro- 
gram,” Wright said. 

The bank president said 
FICB and PCAs will continue 
to expand their services to far- 
mers in 1973. He said PCAs 
are now extending their ser- 
vice to aquatic harvesters -- 
fishermen -- and hope to step 
up their leasing and computer 
record services for associa- 
tion members.

Working To Make Reality Of 


Superport Off A labama Mississippi 


Joint efforts are under way 
by Alabama and Mississippi 
to have Congress and the Corps 

’ of Engineers approve an offsh- 
ore approximately 25 miles 
south of Mobile and Pascagoula 
to help solve the approaching 
oil shortage in the United St- 
ates. 

I first became deeply involved 
in this effort almost a year 
ago after the President, in a 
message to Congress, spoke 
of the need for the United St- 
ates to take immediate steps 
to ensure sufficient fuel sup- 
plies in the future. 

The problem is that we Am- 
ericans are using up our cr- 
ude oil reserves faster than 
our oil industry is able to re- 
place them. By the year 1985 
in just 12 short years, we 
will be importing about 55 per- 
cent of our petroleum needs fr- 
om foreign sources. We are 
already using a large number 
of massive supertankers of 
more.than 100,000 deadweight 
tons Capacity. | Met 

But there is d major hurdie 
blocking use of these tankers 
because at the present time 
there are no existing ports on 
the East or Gulf Coasts which 
can accomodate such large sh- 
ips, and the cost of making 
existing ports usable by super- 
tankers would run from $2 mil- 
lion to $5 billion a port. 

The only logical answer ap- 
pears to be the development 
-of a new type of offshore deep- 
water port that is safe, envir- 
onmentally sound and reason- 
ably priced. A single port 
mooring system seems parti- 


cularly suited to the Gulf. This 
consists of a large Buoy which 
is anchored to the sea bottom 
by a system of mooring chains 
and anchors of underwater pi- 
lings. Floating hoses connect 
the buoy with the tanker and 
other hoses run from the buoy 
to a submarine pipeline that 
carries the oil to refineries 
and storage areas on shore 
This type of system is prese- 
ntly being used successfully 
in about 150 locations around 
the world and it has proved to 
be reliable and environment- 


ally sound with the risk of 
underwater pipeline breakage 
being less than the risks in- 


volved in having many smaller 
tankers bring oil into present 
ports 

A superport of the type we 
are talking about off the Ala- 
bama- Mississippi coast would 
supply enough oil for the 12 
new refineries by the year 
2000. Each such refinery would 
pump almost $46 %nillion a year 
into the lacateeonomy in the 
form \of payrolf,>retail sales 
taxes and serviées. What a boo- 
st this would give to Alabama;s 
economy. 

There are few alternatives 
to the superports for solving 
the national energy crisis. The 
need is to move ahead with 
planning in a prompt and meth- 
odical way. Action can come 
only with the full cooperation 
of governments -- Federal, 
state and local. 

You can be assured that my 
best efforts will be devoted to 
helping make reality of this 
dream.

Support Proof Eliminated 
For Divorced Women 


As of January 1, a 
divorced woman no longer 
has to prove she gets sup- 
port from her ex-husband 
to get monthly social secu 
rity payments based on his 
work record, according to 
social security officials here. 

“The support requirement 
is eliminated by the new 
social security law,” a 
spokesman said, 

Previously, a divorced 
woman who met the other 
requirements for  entitle- 
ment had to prove her ex- 
husband was providing at 
least half of her support— 
or that he was giving her 
substantial contributions 
under a written agreement 
or Was under court order to 
do so. 

Some State laws make it 
difficult for a divorced 


woman to obtain support 
from her ex-husband, ac- 
cording to the spokesman. 
“Many divorced women in 
financial need have been un- 
able to get social security 
payments for that reason,” 
he said, 

Monthly benefits based on 
ex-husbands’ work records 
are payable to 
wives, beginning at 62; to 
divorced widows, beginning 
at 60; and to divorced 
mothers at any age if they 
have dependent children of 
that marriage in their care. 

The ex-husbands must 
either be getting social 
security retirement or dis- 
ability payments, or they 
must have died after work- 
ing long enough under so- 
cial security. 


CPA’s Advise Tax Refund 
Recipients File Early 


This is the second of a ser- 
ies of articles prepared by the 
Alabama Society of Certified 
Public Accountants offering ad- 
vice on filing 1972 Federal In- 
come Tax Returns. 


An estiniated 40 million tax- 
payers have special reason this 
year to file their income tax 
returns in advance of the A- 
pril 16 deadline, according to 
the Alabama Society of Certi- 
fied Public Accountants. 

Most of the 40 million are 
members of families having 
members having only one bre- 
adwinner, from whom withhold- 
ing rates in 1972 caused more 
taxes to be withheld than were 
actually owed. Unless such tax- 
payers made arrangements with 
their employers to reduce their 
‘withholding, they are likely to 
have a substantial refunds com- 
ing. The total amount to be 
refunded is estimated to be about 
$7 billion. 

This year after a lapse of 
four years, those whom income 
tax situation is uncomplicated 
can again use the simplified 
short tax return form 1040A, 
which can be completed in min- 
utes. 

“If a person’s income is al- 
most entirely salary or wages 
and his deductible expenses are 
so few that he will take the 
standard deduction,” said a sp- 
okesman for the accounting so- 
ciety, “the taxpaver usually sh-

ould not have any difficulty in 
filling out the short form tax 
return himself.” 

Even easier than using the 
short form is filing no return 
whatsoever. The CPA’s say that 
recent changes in the tax law 
have greatly expanded the num- 
ber of persons in that category. 
A $300 increase in this years 
low income allowance plus the 


increased personal exemption 
now exempts single persons 


earning less than $2,050 and 
childless married couples earn- 
ing less than $2,800. from fil- 
ing tax returns. If they have 
refunds coming, however, they 
will have to file to collect. 

The low income allowance 
applies not just to poor peo- 
ple but also to the children 
of more affluent families. A 
child earning less than $2,050 
can forget about filing a return. 
And even if he does file, to 
collect a refund, he can still 
be taken as a dependent by a 
parent who provided more than 
half of his support 

Persons who heldtwoor more 
jobs simultaneously during the 
tax year are likely to have ov- 
erpaid the Social Security 
taxes, since each employer was 
required to withhold 5.2 percent 
of wages on the first $9,000 
paid. Payments of Social Se 
curity taxes over $468 may be 
taken as a credit against in- 
come taxes owed for the year. 
If no additional taxes are owec 
the excess will be refunded.

Veterans 
Administration 
News 


New rules designed to pro- 
vide better protection for vet- 
erans and dependents taking 
correspondence courses under 
the GI Bill will become effec- 
tive on January 1, 1973, the 
Veterans Administration poin- 
ted out today. 

The 301,000 veterans al- 
ready enrolled in correspon- 
dence courses will not be af- 
fected, it was reported. 

The new legislation protects 
veterans from costly payments 
should they terminate a course 
before completing half of the 
lessons. 

Another change that be- 
comes effective the first of the 
year will give the veteran or 
eligible dependent a “cooling 
off” period of 10 days from the 
time he signs an application 
for a correspondence course. 
After the ten days, he must af- 
firm in writing to VA that he 
is going to take the course. 
Should he decide not to pur- 
sue the course before com- 
pleting the affirmance notice, 
the veteran, or dependent,must 
notify the school which, under 
the law, must make a prompt 
refund of the total amount paid 
in advance. 

By the same token, the in- 
stitution would be entitled tothe 
return of any material already 
provided. . 

Also, under the new legisla- 
tion, the correspondence school 
must furnish a fully completed 
copy of the enrollment agree- 
ment. This must incorporate 
a full disclosure of the obliga- 
tions, a clear explanation of 
the provisions for _affirmance. 
te mination dnd refund, and 
state the conditions under which 
payment of allowance are made 
by VA. 

If a veteran completes less 
than 50 percent of a course and 
decides to quit, the institution 
may retain only registration 
fee (not to exceed $50) plus pay- 
ment of that -part of the course 
completed. When 50 percent or 
more of the lessons are com- 
pleted no refund is required by 
the school.

...Wonder how you would treat 
“Milk pricestorisein1973,” this non-bovine specimen, 


invented by an Englishman? It 
is a mechanical cow, with plas- 
tic tubing and angle irons with 
huge jaws fed by a conveyor 
belt. The jaws munch grass, 
clover and waste cabbage lea- 
yes which then enter a centri- 
fuge stomach which spins and 
separates the fiber from the 
liquid. The liquid is then trea- 
ted with chemicals and electric 
currents to eliminate mineral 
discolorations. Wonder what 
they do with it, then? 

...Then, maybe we could help 
the dairy farmer by giving him 
all the old newsprint, citrus 
pulp and liquid whey that we 
don’t want, since the American 
Dairy Association says these 
by-products are a source of 
roughage or nutrition for cows, 
which are already almost per- 
fect natural “factories,” andare 
ideal disposal units for these 
wastes.” 

...But, alongside all the pros for 
drinking ample milk to maintain 
our daily health, the American 
Heart Association tells us that 
whole milk is loaded with animal 
fats, and contributes to clogging 
of our arteries. 

_..Glass of milk, anyone? 


said Extension economist Dr. 
Ray Huddleston, late in 1972; 
and recently on the front page 
of a large paper in the state 
was splashed the headline “Milk 
Will Go To 8¢ Per Gallon.” 
Further price increases were 
also reported by Coffee County 
Agent Tom Casaday in a recent 
column in this newspaper. 

But Mr. Casaday goes on to 
tell us that protein supplements 
which are used in great quanti- 
ties by dairymen, went up about 
15% in the latter part of 1972. 
He said that a combination of 
factors causing this increase 
are: thetremendous demand for 
these protein supplements; the 
very late harvest of soybeans in 
the midwest; and the unprece- 
dented demand for soybeans 
worldwide.. (When I read that, 
I decided right then that my hus- 
band and I should plant a few 
soybeans giicanlveey 

Well, a lot of people are not 
glad about the increase in the 
price of milk, but let’s look at 
a few things the American Dairy 
Association has to say about this 
product. 

Milk, they say. is the best 
source of calcium, an excellent 
source of protein and contains 
Vitamin A and Riboflavin. When 
fortified - and most milkis, they 
say - it also provides Vitamin 
D which prevents rickets in chil- 
dren. They further advise that 
an adult should get at least two 
8-ounce glasses of milk each 
day - in some form. - Substi- 
tutes for one cup of milk could 
includ? 1-1/3 cups of cottage 
cheese; 1-1/2 ounces of Ched- 
dar Cheese; 1-1/2 cups of ice 
cream. 

And for those who want to 
doctor it up a little, theygiveus 
this recipe for Chocolate Peanut 
Butter Milk: 

Combine 1/2 cup creamy pea- 
nut butter and 1/4 cup choco- 
late syrup in a pitcher or bowl.

I guess one reason for this is 
that dairy farmers have learn- 
ed more about the cow’s per- 
sonality, as evidenced by this 
bit of information from V. L. 
Baldwin, a Virginia Tech pro- 
fessor of dairy science. “It’s 
no trick to get more milk froma 
cow,” says Dr. Baldwin, “it’s 
just a realization that cows have 
feelings and react accordingly. 
Cows’ feelings include fear and 
insecurity, brought on by pain, 
irregular schedules and distur- 
bances, especially at milking 
time,” So, if you've got a 
milk cow, or many, treat them

i City of Elba, after several meetings and long 
hours of study and discussion, voted on Jan- 
uary 29, 1973 to increase the electrical rates. 
This rate increase will be reflected in the 
bills due on March 1, 1973. 


This is the first electrical rate increase im- 
posed by the Board in its twenty-five years of 
operation. During this time the costs of ma- 
terials and labor have skyrocketed. The ever 
increasing demands for extending lines and 
additional voltage required hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars in expenditures. Even with 
these increased costs and additional expenses, 
the Board was able to continue serving its 
customers at the rates established in 1947 due 
to economy measures taken and a larger sales 
volume. 
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in Andalusia, $16.59 in Opp, $18.37 in Enter- 
prise, and $18.80 in the rural area around Elba. 


If the cost of fuel to generate the electricity 
exceeds 3.4 mills per KWH, the Board will 
have fO0 pay the. excess and this charge will 
be added to the customer’s bill. It is not 
anticipated that this “fuel adjustment factor” 
will materially affect the customer’s bill in 
the near future. The addition of a “fuel ad- 
justment factor” to the customer’s bill has 
been used by Alabama Power Company, Gulf 
Power, and others for many years. 
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members of the Water Works and Elec- 
Board of the City of Elba regret that it 
was necessary to take this action, however, 
they trust that its customers will understand 
there was no other practical alternative. 


In spite of the actions taken in the past, the 
Board could not continue to Operate and ab- 
sorb the 24.2% rate increase being imposed 
on it by its wholesale supplier. This increase 
amounts to over $65,000 per year. A check 
of rates from another possible wholesale sup- 
plier indicated an even higher increase amount- 
ing to over $73,000. 


Realizing that local citizens and businesses 
have also been faced with the rising cost of 
living, the Board kept its rate increases as 
low as possible. A residential customer using 
1,000 KWH per month will pay $15.70 (plus 
State tax) under the new rate, compared to 
$13.58 under the old rate. Even with this in- 
crease, the cost of electricity in Elba is less 
than in neighboring areas. This same 1,000 
KWH that cost $15.70 in Elba would cost $15.95
